[ EKind: Io this End, by aſſiſting the Dutch

vering its former Great neſa, harh ever ſince 
decay'd both in Power and Intereſt.

if not all the Advantages they deſired, yet 
more than they could have hoped for. He 
came to the Crown with an unqueſtionable 
Title, but being a Foreigner born, and com- 
ing from a People betwixt whom and his 
Engliſh Subjects there had been long Animo- 
ſities and Qaarrels, it-concern'd him to win 
them all he could with.

Effect upon ill Natures, and deſigning: Per- 
ſons. Another Faculty he had, which con- 
tributed much ta their Growth and Multi- 
lication; for being bred a Scholar, and of 
imſelf bookiſhly inclin'd, he had perhaps 
ſomewhat too much Confidence in his own 
Abilities that way, and thought to bring 
theſe People over, and convince them hy Ar- 
gument; but when Men are riveted in an 
nter eſt, and have ſet their Hearts upon a 
Deſign, bare Reaſoning rarely prevails with 
them. His admitting them to Conferences,

ing Difficulty) ſubſcribe the Articles, take | 
the Oath of Canonical Obedience to the Bi- 
ſhop, and of Allegiance to the King, and as 
ſoon as they came to their Pariſh, rail at the 
Articles, mangle the Liturgy, or wholly res 
ject it, and preach againſt all the Order and 
Diſcipline of the Church; and he that was 
moſt difobedient and refractory againſt his 
Biſhop, was accounted the molt zealous, pt- 
ous, and ſanctify'd Man: And thus they not 
only gulPd and deluded the People, but ſet 
them on Fire. To theſe may be added, 
That the long Peace during the Reign of 
King James, did not well agree with a reſt. 
leſs People; The Quarrel with the Spaniard 
in the Time of Queen Elizabeth, cut out 
brave Work for our Men of Mettle, the rich 
Prizes to be gotten was a Spur to their Va- 
tour, and many gain'd both Honour and 
Wealth; and the Succours ſhe ſeat ro the 
Dutch found Buſineſs and Employment for 
our martial or turbulent Spirits; but in the 
Reign of King James, the Soldiers being 
laid aſide, like ruſty Armour, grew angrx 
and diſcontented, and began to make Lau 
pooxs and Devices upon the Government; 1 
ridicule which, was drawn a Knight arm'd 
Cap. a- Pee, lying faſt aſleep, with this Motto: 
Ys C Hub- 
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© Aquora tua ſilent. 


And divers others of the like Nature were 
deviſed and ſpread abroad, which ſhew'd a 
general Diſſatisfaction in thoſe Sort of Men, 
nor did molt of them bring home very good 
Principles, who had been employed in the 
Wars of the Netherlands. There were alſo 


many who were Enemies to the Church, as 


having ſacrilegiouſly enriched themſclves 
with her Lands; and others there were, 
who had an Eye upon the Remainder, and 
long'd for her Ruin upon no Account ſo 
bony as that they mi 
Spoils. Theſe generally joined themſelves 
to the Puritanical Party, and made it their 
Buſineſs to encourage and protect their Mi- 
niſters and fiery Zealots 1 both Church 
and State; and by this they got the Name 
of Patriots, and Lovers of their Country, a- 
mong all that were diſaffected to the Go- 
vernment, which now began to be the pre- 
vailing Part of the Nation; and this Itch of 


' Applauſe fo ſtuck to them, and their Poſteri. 
ty, that Enmity to the Government, like O- 


riginal Sin, was tranſmitted from the Parents 
to the Children, and became hereditary to 
the Families. From theſe, and other Things

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too truly ſaid, That the Scene of the Son's 
Ruin was laidin the Reign of the Father, 

When I reflect upon the long and peaceable 
Reign of King James I. I cannot have al- 
together ſo hard Thoughts, as I have been 
ſometimes inclin'd to have of that harſh 
State-Maxim of Judge Dyer, as to the Eu- 
gliſh Nation, viz. That there be often Wars, 
For though War be a Trade of Blood, brings 
Deſolations and Ruins, and often falls hea- 
vieſt upon the molt harmleſs and innocent, 
ſo that it can never be deſired for itſelf, nor 
ought to be undertaken without a juſt Cauſe; 
yet if it be not maintain'd too long, nor car: 
ried on too far, and the main Stake never 
brought in Hazard, it bath often good Ef. 
teas. For it purgeth a Kingdom of ill Hu- 
mours, finds Buſineſs for troubleſome and 
warlike Spirits, diverts rhem from evil Des» 
ſigns at Home, by making them look about 

| to ſecure their own Safety; it takes off that 
Fear of an Enemy which is begotten by long 
Peace, and a ſleepy Security, and makes them 
ready to reſiſt Langer, and prevents their 
quarrelling with one another, of which a 
{pecial Care ought to be takæn as to the, Exg+ 
liſh; for if they be not ſometimes moderate» 
ly exerciſed againſt others, certainly there is 
no Nation under the Heavens more. prone 
to fall out amongrthemſelves. n

in a manner ripe for Rebellion, when King 


Time, that there ſhould be no King in En 
land. Many of the Lords, to the Diſgrace 
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Charles I. came to the Throne, a Prince in 
whom we might have been too happy, had 
not his People been poiſon'd beyond any 


Help from an Antidote of Goodneſs, They 
Were unmovable in their rebellious Reſolu- 


tion, their Meaſures were concerted, their 
Partizans numerous, they. had wriggled 
themſelves into many Offices of the greateſt 
— and Truſt, and now wanted nothing 
zut Opportunity, and ſomething fit to hea 

them for ſuch a deſperate and damnable Un- 
dertaking. To this End, they ſet their 
Hearts upon a Parliament, which if good, is 
the Glory and Security of the Engliſu Conſti- 
tution; bur if bad, is able ar any time to 
embroil, if not overthrow it. They were 


no become ſo confident of carrying their 
Dieſign, that ſome could not forbear to own 
Ft, and where they could not perſuade, en- 


dea voured to terrify Men into their Party. 
About the Year 1635, which was ſome 
Years before the War broke out, Mr. /. P. 
after better known by the Title of Colonel 
P. in Diſcourſe with a Gentleman whom he 
was deſirous to bring over to them, told 
him plainly, That be ſhould live to fee the 


and Prejudice of their Order, (for what muſt

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| couragers and Abettors of them. But their 
great Buſineſs was to model a Houſe of Com- 
mons for their Purpoſe; for this End, they 
uſed their utmoſt Endeavours to get ſuch e- 
lected for Members, who were, as they pre. 
tended, not in the Court but the Country's 
Intereſt, but really and truly ſuch as they 
knew to be Enemies to the Government 
and Conſtitution ; and at laſt they gain'd- 
that Point alſo; and what followed there- 
upon, many living can yet remember, and 
many Families feel to this Day. A large 
Hiſtory would not be ſufficient to ſet forth 
all their Ravages and Barbarities ; the fol- 
lowing Accounts of che inhuman Proceeding 


in their pretended Courts of Juſtice, ma 


ſerve for a ſhort Specimen of the good Na- 


ture and Piery of thoſe pretended Saints; 


but the Bulk of them are enough to amaze, 
it not exceed the Belief of Poſterit. Bur 
becauſe ſetting down a Buoy may give Warn- 
ing to avoid thoſe Dangers, wherein others 
pave miſcarried, I will only lightly touch up- 
on ſome of their Methods of proceeding; 


and ſo have done as to this Matter. In

That the Spaniards ſhould believe the

bearing Witneſs to them, as you. know whoſe 
did, that they had ſinned in being guilty of 


ſuch innocent Blood. Of thoſe, whom only

not without Aftoniſhment, that all the while 
our Martyr pray'd upon the Black, the Sun, 
which had not ſhewn itſelf all the Day till 
then, did ſhine directly on his Face, which 
made him look moſt comfortably; (that I ſay 
not gloriouſly) but preſently, as ſoon as the 
Blow was given, withdrew behind a Cloud 
again, and appeared no more. And if the 
Bodies of us Men be capable of any Happi- 
neſs in the Grave, he had as great Share there- 
in as he could deſire, or any of his Friends 


expect: His Body being a nied to the 
Earth with great Multitudes of People whom

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Love, or Curioſity, or Remorſe of Con- 
ſcience had drawn together, purpoſely to per- 
form that Office, and decently interr'd in the 
Church of Allhallows Barking, (a Church 
of his own Patronage and Jurifdiftion) ac- 
cording to the Rites and Ceremonies of the 
Church of England.

and if there wants Evidence, there 1s Re. 
liance : my Security lies not in my knowing 
thar I ſhall come to Heaven, and come to 
Glory, but in my reſting and relying upon 
him.

He was | 
a Gentleman of a very competent Eſtate in C 
 Torkſhire, and as he advanced in Years, tw 
heartily deteſted himſelf for abandoning the tel

tunity to wipe off that Blemiſh, by a Service 
that would redeem him: Hg now .liv'd o the

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. B. Beſides the two laſt mentioned 
cufferers, there were twenty-four condemn- 
ed at Exeter, (where one of Oliver's Knights, 
vir John Copleton,was Sheriff) eleven where- 
of were hanged at the common Place of 
Execution, who having recover'd the 
Faintneſs they were in when they ſurren- 
der?d, died with great Courage and Reſolu- 
tion, proſeſſing their Duty and Loyalty to 
the King ; and were afterwards buried in a 
yery ſolemn and decent manner, in that Ci- 
ty, a great Number of People attending 
their Corps, and defray ing the Charges, ex- 
tending the ſame Civility to them dead, 
which they had afforded liberally to them 
living; fo great a Plenty there was at that 
Time of the Royal Party, whoſe Hearts 
were intirely loyal, notwithſtanding thoſe 
ſevere Methods of proceeding ; which ſhews, 
that Uſurpers have been always more ob- 
| Tig'd to the Force of their Arms, than to the 
Affections of the People. 8 
At Chard in Somerſetſhire, in their Re- 
turn, they condemned five more, the prin- 
cipal whereof was Major Hunt, whom his 
Siſters coming to viſit, and take their laſt 
Faievel of him, on the Night before his 
Execution, he chang'd Cloaths with one of 
them, (pretending before to be indiſpos'd, 
and to keep his Bed) and with a Handker- 
chief (as pretending weeping and ſobbing) 
before his Ey es, was let out, while a Guard 
at the Door watched his Siſter's Sleep that 


Night, 
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Night, who next Morning, awaking the ſup. 
poſed Major to make ready for Death, per- 
ceived the Stratagem; after Which, ſeveral 
who had been condemn'd in other Parts for 
this Inſurrection, were repriev'd and ſold, 
and ſent as Slaves to Barbados, where their 
Treatment was ſuch, that few of them ever 
returned into their own Country. 

Thus (as a great Author obſerves) this 
© little Fire, which probably might have 
* kindled and inflamed the whole Kingdom, 
* was for the preſent extinguiſhed in the 
* Weft; and Cromwell ſecur'd without the 
Help of his Army, which he faw, by the 
* Countenance it then ſhew'd when they 
* thought he ſhould have Uſe of them, it 
* was high time to reform, and in that he 
© refoly*d to uſe no longer Delay.“

a Coffin, and removed into a cloſe Coach 
near the Place.

Octor Hew:it was born a Gentleman 
and bred a Scholar, and was a Divine 
before the Troubles broke out. He lived 
in Oxford, and in the Army 'till the End of 
the War, and continued afterwards to preach - 
with good Applauſe in a little Church, vis. 
St, Gregory's by St. Paul's in London; where

by the Affection of the Pariſh, he was ad- 
mitted, ſince he was enough known to be 
notoriouſly under the Brand of Malignity. 
When the Lord Falconbridge marry'd Crom-

'Þþ of the Time, he was made choice of to 
i 8 marry them according to the Order of the 
. | Church; which engaged both that Lord 
Þ and Lady to uſe their utmoſt Credit with 
the Protector to preſerve his Life, but all 
in vain; for the Uſurper was inexorable, 
and, by this Inſtance of his Severity upon a 
Clergyman, was deſirous that the Church. 
men (whom he look'd upon to be his mor- 
tal Enemies) ſhould ſee what they were to 
truſt to, if they ſtood in Need of his Mer.

His greateſt Crime was, collecting and 
ſending Money to the King, beſides having 
given Money to ſome Officers. When he 
was brought to the Bar, he rufuſed to plead, 

and ſpoke only againſt the Illegallity of the 
Court; which, -upon better Information, 
and before the judgment was pronounced 
againſt him, he deſired to retract, and would 
have put himſelf upon his Tryal (it being 
believed by many, that if he had pleaded, 
be might have been acquitted, ſince in truth 

be had never been with the King at Co- 
lague or Bruges, with which he was charg- 
ed in the Indictment); but they refuſed to 


admit 
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admit him; and fo Sentence of Death was 

ronounced againſt him, which according- 
y he underwent with great Chriſtian Cou- 
rage on the 8th of Jane 1658, 
Being come upon the Scafſold, together 
with Dr. Mild, Dr. Warmſley, and Dr. Bar- 
wick, he fell upon his Knees, and prayed pri- 
vately for the ſpace of a quarter of an Hour; 
after Which he prayed audibly for a longer 
time: and then riſing, he addreſſed him- 
ſelf to the People in the following Speech, 
which continued above the Space of an 
Hour: 


Am now become a public SpeQacle 
to Men and Angels; and I hope God, 
who is Omnitcient, is now beholding me 
with much Pity, and great Mercy and 
Compaſſion; and the more, becauſe I am 
now come to that End that his own Son 
came into the World to, to bear Witneſs 
tothe Truth: He himſelf, ſaid, For this 
End was I barn, for this Cauſe came I iu. 
to the World, that I ſhould bear Witneſs to 
* the Truth: I was brought into the World 
(the Chriftian World) for to bear Witneſs 
to the Truth of the Goſpel, as a Common 
_ © Chriſtian: I was brought into the World 
* (the Church) as a Miniſter of his bleſſed 
Word and Sacraments; bleſſed be his 
Name for that Honour and Dignity: _ 
And I came into the World to dig more 
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immediately for the Teſtimony of Jxsus, 


which God hath now called me to. 1 


came into the World (this Common- 


wealth) to be a Member thereof, to bear 


Witneſs to the Truth of the Cuſtoms, tlie 


Laws, the Liberties, and the Privileges 


thereof, ſo am I a Member of the Com- 


monwealth. And methinks it ſeems to 


mea ſtrange thing, that inaſmuch as we 


all plead for Liberty and Privileges, and I 


pleading for the Privileges, the Laws, the 
Statutes, and the Cuſtoms of this Land, 
yet I ſhould die by thoſe that ſhould ſtand 
tor the Laws, the Statutes and Privileges 
of the Land: And I am here beheld by 


thoſe that plead for their Liberties; and 
I hope I am pitied, becauſe I here give up 


myſelf willingly and freely to be a State- 
Martyr for the Publick Good; and IT had 
rather die many Deaths, than berray my 
Fellow-Freemen to ſo many Inconvenien- 
cies, that they might be like to ſuffer by 
being ſubject to the Wills of them that 
willed me to this Death. + 


And it is worthy Remembrance, that Mr. 
Solicitor having impeached me of Treaſon, 


to the Commiſſioners of the Court, a- 


gainſt his Highneſs, I did often, when

fear ned in the Law, and had ſeveral Law-

Whether it were according to the Act? 
And, Whether it were according to the 
Words of the ſaid Act?

Musket, they offer'd him Quarter; which 
he refuſed, anſwering, * Thar he ſcorn'd to.
